SENATE BILL 513 5

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

MARYLAND, That:

(@) The Department of Natural Resources shall:

(1) on or before December 1, 2010, provide an interim report to the
Governor and General Assembly, in accordance with § 2-1246 of the State
Government Article, that includes recommendations for initiating a no—discharge zone
in all waters of the State; and

(@) on or before December 1, 2011, provide a final report to the
Governor and General Assembly., in accordance with § 2-1246 of the State
Government Article, on the establishment of a no—discharge zone in all waters of the
State.

(b) The final report required under subsection (a)(2) of this section shall
include:

a) an analysis of the environmental impact of pollution from Type I
and Type II marine sanitation devices on waters of the State;
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(2) an analysis of the adequacy and availability of pump—out facilities
for recreational and commercial vessels in and along waters of the State:

(B) recommendations on the enforcement actions, including penalties,
that would be necessary to implement a no—discharge zone in all waters of the State:

(4) information regarding the costs associated with the installation of
holding tanks on recreational and commercial vessels: and

(B) a review of relevant federal law related to establishing a
no—discharge zone in all waters of the State.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
June 1, 2010.
